TBB RESERVE FUND BILL.) 


It ia cause for congratnlation that 


the Eonse has passed the Pacific 
Railroad reserve fond bill, and by 
the astonishing vote of 159 to 9, 
though Hurd, of Ohio, Democratic 
member of the Judiciary Committee, 
•ud Bright, of Tennessee, a red Con- 
federate, strenuously opposed it. 
Judge Lawrence, the author, ex- 
plained its provisions before the vote 
•was taken, and said if this bill passed 
it would save a hundred and fifty 
millions to the Government, and if it 
did not PASS that amount would be 
lost to the Treasury. He then pro- 
ceeded to give a detailed account of 
the several bills passed incorporating 
the Pacific 
railways and their 


branches. He then went on to ex- 
plain the provisions of the bill, and 
said its main purpose was to require 
the railroads to pay in a fixed sum of 
money semi-annnally, to be invested 
in bonds by thfl Treasury, to reim- 
burse the United States the sum of 
one hundred and fifty millions, 
which would be the amount due the 
United States in 1898, when the sub- 
sidy bonds mature. 
Unless this is 


secured now the money will be irre- 
trievably lost, and •when, the roads 
come to be sold the first mortgage 
bondholders will own all these sub- 
sidy bonds and buy in these roads. 
The integrity of the men who con- 
trol these roads could not be relied 
on the deal equitably with the United 
States, and therefore, there was no 
remedy but for Congress to take ac- 
tion and fix the subject so that there 
could be no question hereafter as to 
the responsibility of the roads. The 
Senate now takes the bill, and we 
hope to soon record its passage there, 
by a vote of nearly the same unani- 
mity as it received in the House. 
We shall be loth to believe that the 
Union and Central Pacific railroads 
can exert sufficient influence among 
the members of that great body as to 
prevent the bill becoming a law. 
The people are satisfied with anch a 
measure, and decidedly give it the 
preference 
over that iniquitous 


scheme to allow millions of dollars 
for worthless lands.
